Mechanical Washing Device 
Does a Thorough Cleaning Job 


NSTALLATION of the mechanical car washer 

shown on this page was completed early this 
year at West Oakland te speed the cleaning of 
cars being readied for service. A similar device 
has been installed at Los Angeles and another 
is being planned for use at San Francisco, There 
is also one in operation at Houston on T&NO 
Lines. 

At present, approximately 150 passenger cars 
are being washed daily at West Oakland, includ. 
ing the City of San Francisco streamliner (picture 
No. 1). 

The device consists of a series of automatic 
sprays and brushes which wash, scrub and rinse 
the ears as they slowly pass by. A car is completely 
washed in about one minute. As a car rolls past 
it is first sprayed on sides, top and undercarriage 
with a cleansing mixture and steam (picture 
No. 2). A few feet beyond the spray the car gets 


a good scrubbing by circular brushes, about 1144 ~ 


feet high, mounted vertically on shafts fastened 
to steel columns on each side of the track. The 
brushes rotate either with the train movement or 
in reverse, and can be swung clear of cars when 
not in use. For ends and vestibules, men stand 
on each side of the car and do this work with 
long-handled brushes, as shown in picture 2. 

The entire operation is controlled from a small 
booth (picture No. 3) located midway between 
two points where the cleaning process begins and 
ends. This is a distance of 192 feet, which pro- 
vides a brief interval between the time the 
cleansing agent is applied and the final rinsing 
is given (picture No. 4, which is another view of 
the device shown in picture No. 1). Clear water 
is used for rinsing, with rotating brushes, similar 
to those described above, doing a final scrubbing 
job. Run-off water is carried away through the 
yard sewer system. 

For night operation the area is illuminated by 
flood lights. Indicators are placed at points where 
the control house operator can signal the engineer 
if it is necessary to alter the train’s speed.

NEW PFE ICE DOCK OPENED 


A EARGE new Pacific Fruit Express 
icing platform, where refrigerator 
trains can be re-iced at a rate of better 
than one car a minute, went into service 
at Fl Paso in May. 

The new facilities were made neces- 
sary by demands which have more than 
tripled in the past seven years. The 
number of refrigerator cars serviced at 
El Paso in 1941 totaled 13,234. Last 
year it rose to 44,478. Most of the 
operation is re-icing of cars enroute te 
markets in the middle, eastern and 
southern states. 


Electrically operated ice crushing and 
Llowing machines, like those pictured 
above, are a feature of the plant. Ice 
is fed from the upper deck of the 
double-decked platform through hop-

pers into the machines on the lower 
deck, Ice also is fed into car bunkers 
from the upper deck. 

The El Paso plant is one of a number 
of important steps in a systemwide pro- 
gram which has increased car icing 
capacity along our lines by more than 
13 per cent in recent months. Other new 
installations are at Holtville in the Im- 
perial Valley, and Los Angeles. En- 
largements have been made at Yuma, 
Roseville, Bakersfield and Houston. 


Investment in the new facilities at El 
Paso and elsewhere is in addition to 
millions spent or authorized since the 
war for 8,000 new refrigerator cars for 
the PFE fleet, already the largest in the 
world. Approximately 4,700 of these have 
been received and placed in service.

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About That Reduction 
In Withholding Taxes 


rN ORDER that everyone may be fully 
informed about the recently enacted 
Revenue Act of 1948, P. J. Kendall, 
general auditor, prepared the following 
slatement: 


“Under provisions of the Act, personal 
income tax rates are reduced and, in 
certain cases, additional exemptions are 
allowed. 

Reductions 


“The reduced rates were first applied 
on wages paid on and after May 1. Pay- 
roll vouchers for the second period of 
April included the new tax reduction be- 
cause even though they covered wages 
earned before May 1, they were not paid 
until after that date. 

“Since the Revenue Act is retroactive 
to January 1, 1948, any refund that may 
be due because the higher withholding 
rates were used during the first three 
and one-half months of this year in com- 
puting your tax will be made by the 
Collector of Internal Revenue after he 
receives your 1948 income tax return, 
due March 15, 1949, 


Additional Exemptions 

“Additional exemptions will be al- 
lowed if: 

(a) Employe is 65 years old or older, 
or will be 65 years old by the end of the 
year; 

{h) Employe's spouse is 65 years old 
or-older, or will be 65. years old by the 
end of the-year; 

(c) Employe is ‘blind or becomes 
blind during the taxable year; 

{d) ‘If employe's spouse is blind -or 
becomes blind during the taxable year.

“Persons claiming the benefit of addi- 
tional ‘age’ or ‘blind’ exemptions, will 
have to fill out a new Form W-4, ‘Em- 
ploye’s Withholding Exemption Certifi- 
cate” Otherwise, a new form is not 
necessary unless the number of depend- 
ents increases or decreases (except in 
vase of death). 


“If a dependent dies during 1948, the 
law allows exemption for such depend- 
ent for the entire year of 1948; however, 
an amended form W-4 must be filled out 
by December 15, 1948, so that correct 
number of exemptions can be allowed 
for withholding purposes in 1949, 

“Withholding tax tables showing the 
new rates have been placed on bulletin 
boards.”

Ground Broken for ; 
Oregon Line Change 


} ELOCATION of about 23 miles’ of 
A our line along the ‘Willamette River 
has begun‘as part of the Meridian-Dam 
project. 

Starting near Armet, Oregon and ex- 
tending to Jasper, ‘the new Tine will be 
built on the opposite side of the river 
from the present line, and at a greater 
elevation. Improvements will include an 
additional long passing siding, spring 
switches at all. sidings and searchlight 
type signals. 

One spectacular phase of construction 
will be a fill over 100 feet high and three 
quarters of a mile long, requiring 1,700,- 
800 yards of embankment. Decreased 
curvature will permit train operation at 
greater speed than at present. 

Meridian Dam will be 260 feet high, 
constructed of compacted earth and 
gravel. Length along the crest, includ- 
ing the spillway, will be about 3400 feet. 

Estimated cost of the entire project is 
$50,000,000, with the rail relocation job 
expected to cost about $15,000,000. 


OPERATING RESULTS 


Fa the four months ended April 30, 
1948, Railway Operating Revenues 
of Southern Pacific Transportation Sys- 
tem amounted to $184,320,871 or $15,- 
950,232 more than the revenues for the 
same period of 1947, Improvement in 
operating revenues reflects increases in 
freight rates granted subsequent to 
April 1947, 

During the same period, Railway 
Operating Expenses were $141,543,585 
or $15,614,972 more than the expenses 
for the same period of 1947. Operating 
expenses were affected by increased 
wage rates and fuel prices in effect this 
year, - 

Railway tax accruals, including $15,- 
225,783 for Federal taxes, and $5,829,- 
763 for other taxes, totaled $21,055,546 
or $97,624 less than such accruals for 
the first four months of 1947. After 
deducting taxes and $5,592,960 of net 
rentals for use of equipment and joint 
facilities, there was left Net Railway 
Operating Income of $16,128,780 or 
$1,120,535 more than the Net Railway 
Operating Income for the same period 
of 1947, : 

Out of Net Railway Operating Income 
and Other Income consisting of divi- 
dends and interest on securities owned, 
rentals and miscellaneous income, must 
be paid the interest on bonds and equip- 
ment trust notes in-the hands of the 
public, and other fixed charges, ‘before 
‘final Net ‘Income ‘is “determined. -For 
the ‘four: months ended April 30, final 
result was'a Net Income of $13,997,589. 
This .was $759,000 ‘more ‘than -the ‘net 
earnings for the same period of 1947.

Three Easy SUPPERS 


N one of those warm summer eve- 

nings when you want something 
light, yet nourishing, to cat, try this 
little supper: Fried ham or bacon with 
fried tomato slices; .cream-style corn, 
heated piping hot; lettuce salad; bread 
and butter; milk to drink. For dessert, 
cookies and fruit. For the fried tomatoes, 
slice unpeeled firm tomatoes crosswise, 
dip in flour, and brown gently in the 
hot fat in which ham or bacon was 
cooked. When brown, pour in a little 
evaporated milk or cream and heat until 
bubbly. 

Another day fix Tuna Potato Patties. 
Grate a medium-sized raw potatoe. To 
it add a small can of grated tuna, a 
beaten cgg, a slice of dry bread crumbed 
fine, a litde chopped onion, and salt and 
pepper, Form into 6 patties and brown 
well in hot fat. Serves 3. Good with 
ercamed peas and a salad. 


Still another easy meal is this one: 
Little pork sausages fried brown; fresh 
apple sauce; cottage cheese; raw carrot 
sticks; rolls; milk to drink. For dessert, 
fresh warm cake {perhaps one of the 
package-mix kinds) and berries, 


For OUTDOOR COOKING 


EXT time you're going to cook sup- 

per on the garden grill try these 
special chops. In a large shallow -pan 
combine 4 cup salad oil, 3 tablespoons 
soy sauce, 2 tablespoons catsup, 1 table- 
spoon vinegar, and 2 pecled and mashed 
cloves of garlic. In this sauce lay 4 veal 
chops cut about 34 inch thick, and store 
iu refrigerator for several hours, turning 
occasionally..Broil in wire toaster over 


red coals about 15 min., dashing liber- 
ally with coarse black pepper. Serves 4, 
Good, too, skillet-cooked on top of the 
kitchen range. 

Most outdoor meals call for a side 
dish hearty such as a casserole of baked 
beans or macaroni and cheese. When 
there isn’t time to make the casserole, 
just open a can or two of baked beans 
and heat them in plenty of hot bacon 
fat in a big skillet. Add cubes of cheese, 
chili powder, chili sauce or whatever 
you like for additional flavor. Let cook 
slowly on grill, mashing beans as they 
cook. Regardless of what you're cooking 
or barbecuing, those beans won't go 
begging!

Net time you take the family on a 
long ‘automobile ride, take ‘several 
paper shopping “bags. Keep one -handy 
for sweaters, dark glasses, the. kids’ 
books.and all the other things that ac- 
cumulate on the back seat of the car. 

In another bag put paper cups, 
napkins, salt and pepper, a knife, and 
several jars of sandwich spread, By 
picking up fruit, a loaf of sliced bread, 
and milk at a store, you're all set for a 
noonday lunch along the way. Other 
shopping bags in the trunk of the car 
come in handy for bathing suits and

When You Make JELLY 


THe drawings above show the jelly 
test. To test, dip a clean metal spoon 
into the kettle of boiling jelly and hold 
it up. If jelly jalls from spoon in drops, 
it isn't done. When two or three drops 
run together to make one big blob that 
sheets off the spoon as shown in third 
drawing, the jelly is done. Two big se- 
crets in jelly making are (1) boil juice 
and sugar rapidly, watching to see that 
it doesn’t boil over; (2) if you're using 
commercial pectin, carefully follow di- 
rections given on the package. Pour 
finished jelly into hot sterilized glasses 
and seal with paraffin, Always stere 
jellies in a cool, dark, dry place. If you 
haven’t a good place for storing, better 
seal boiling fruit juice (without sugar) 
in glass jars, and make the jelly later 
when your supply runs low.
